'llie strike is to support demands for binding arbitration in the 
case of physics professor Srinivasa Santhaham fiièd.|,6ulie^^^ 
year by the administration and for increased student representation 
on Senate. 

. Students originally supported calling the strike in a referendum 
Oct. 14 that had an 8} percent turnout. 

1 .775 voted for the action and 1 ,762 against. 

Student . President Marcel Nouvel postponed the action, how- 
ever, in order to ^ve the administration time to corné to ah agree- 
ment. . ■ ' 

The Board of Trustees agreed to ^vc Professor Santhanam half 
salary for a year's sabbatical on a terminal contract and excellent 
references to other institutions. College President Father Patrick 
Malone seemed 'to agree, and so did the Canadian Association of 
Univ^ty teacAos/called in to help mediate. 

Other administration ofGdals pressured agahist the deal how- 



ever, particularly the academic Vice-President, and it was finally 
withdrawn. 

David Albtut, editor of the Loyola 'News, said," Negotiations 
to settle the matter privately broke down co'mpletdy." 

Father Malone announced his intention Monday to set up a 
Commission of University Government. However, students were not 
satisfied by this gesture of conciliation. 

The Faculty Association then gave the President until next 
week to come to terms. He failed to pin cooperation from the ad- 
ministration. . 

' A faculty petition for strike support had gahied over 30 signa- 
tures by yesterday. Supporting faculty will cancel classes during the 
strike. 

The Faculty Association is now expected to unequivocally de- 
mand binding arbitration by the CAUT for Santhanam and the for- 
mation of a committee to study the entire administration set-up 
onthecampus. 

The Arts Council met last night to discuss the issiie but reliable 
student sources^ have said this meeting will not affect the strike 
action. . > ' .

Advisory bodies planned for senators 



A radical plan which would 
create advisory bodies for stu- 
dent representatives on Senate 
committees was announced yes- 
terday by Students' Society Ex- 
ternal Vice-President Martin 
Shapuro. 

Undeg^e, plan, a parallel ad- 
visoïy^committee would be 'es- 
tablished for each Senate com- 
mittiee or subcommittee on wtilch 
students are represented. 

" These committees would be 
composed of the student repre- 
sentatives on the corresponding . 
Senate committee or subcom- 
mittee, and other interested stu- 
dents. 



In thi^ manner, Shapiro hopes 
that interested students would be 
hivited'to job] their represegta- 
tives on Senate committees hi 

decidhigpplicy;/c ' 

Shapiro added that major policy 
would be discussed in open meet- 
ings, and that the committees 
would be open at all times to sug- 
gestions and criticisms from 
other students. 

Several hrger . committees- 
were also proposed. ■ ' 

A joint committee of students 
on various Senate bodies would 
be established to discuss com- 
mon problems, and exchange sug- 
gestions and ideas. 

Another conunittee would act 



as a liaison between the Senate 
conunittee representatives and 
their achdsory committees, and 
Students' CouncU. 

Shapiro also proposed â special 
grievance committee', to "set up 
specific channels for mas^ve 
student participation." 

These channels mig^t include 
suggestion boxes and general 
student meetings to discuss 
grievances, he pomted out.. 

' Shapiro explained that the new 
structures are necessary , to' brirtg 
the student body m general into 
the decision-making process. 

"In the past, he said, "far too 
much of the student contribution 



to the University has been made 
by an elite." 

"Last year," he added, "this 
elite was the Students' Council 
aecutive. There was little or no ' 
opportunity for the students .hi 
general to participate." 

The new bodies, Shapiro hopes, 
will decentralize power by al- ^ 
lowing the policy expressed by 
student representatives on Sen-- 
ate bodies to originate from out- 
side the Students' Coundl. 

He added that more feedback 
is needed between the student . 
body and studoit representatives 
on committees. 



A more'radical proposal made 
by Margo Verrai, Education rep- 
resentative, demanding a refusal 
to send student representatives to 
Senate until an actual reform of i 
university government is granted, 
failed to attract suffident sup: 
port. 

Student senators Hany Edel and 
Peter Foster spoke to Council 
ur^g the adoption of Marg Ver- 
ral's proposal. They argued that 
a refusal to send student repre- 
sentatives to Senate until it agrees 
to reform university government 
would constitute a major issue 
which would break through the 
apaUiy at McGill and, Uiereby, 
mobilize studat support for re- 
form. ' 

Julius Grey, President of the 
Students' -Society, argued that an 
absence of students from Senate 
until student demands are met 
would not be in Uie interest of 
Uie.imiyersity conununity. He said 
thaitfsucti^acUon would imfdy a 
refusal to legitimatize the uni-

Last week a radical proposal to 
re-order the governing structures 
of the University of Toronto was 
offered with the support and parti- 
cipation of the University Presi- 
dent. It advocated the- abolition of 
the Board of Trustees and the esta- 
blishment of a supreme governing 
body consisting of 20 students, 20 
faculty, 20 lay members and 6 ad- 
ministrators. 

Last night McGill's Students' Coun- 
cil decided that it could no longer 
accept the position that students had 
been given in the university.. That a 
university like Toronto could come 
out with this report while McGill 
is still mired in tokenism, moved 
the Council to declare that it would 
not send its eight student senators 
until McGill began to seriously con- 
sider similar proposals. 

There will be no students on Se- 
nate until a conmiittee, to recdnunend 
how McGill's bodies can be over- 
hauled, is called to sit. 

Àlthouglh it might be argued that 
students should have withdrawn com- 
pletely from Senate until^.^they 
were granted 1/3 rèprésiintatibn, 
it is difficuit to expect an insti- 
tution to oyemight revolutionize 
its view of what a university is. 



For the redonunendations of the 
U of T conunittee presents the con- 
cept of a university with tripartite 
responsibilities: to the students,t6 
the faculty, and to the community, 
at large. Furthermore, in abolish- 
ing the Board of Trustees, it 
made veiy clear that these and only 
these three groups Should govern 
the imiversity. If anyone doubts the 
latent powers still residmg m oli- 
garchical bodies such as the Board 
of Trustees, let him refer to the 
UCLA Regents' firing of a professor 
because she was ^ memberfof§the 
Communist Party; and 'the inove by 
the McGill Governors to re-establish 
control over appointments. 

Students are asking the univer- 
sity to.^consider^^the proposal at the 
U ofT^^rfœtablishing this commit- 
tee immediately. The committee 
would have three months to exami- 
ne the present government of the 
university and make recommenda- 
tions on how to change it. 

When the three month morato- 
rium is up, McGiU . had better be 
three months behmd the U of T. 
and no more.

Students will be able to nomirtate 
a successor by either presenting 
petitions having 100 signatures or ' 
by obtahihig the approval of Coun- 



cil. As part of tiiis motion, Stu-. 
dents' Council will also have the 
right to elhninate "joke candi- 
dates". 

Council also voited to ratify the 
composition of the Judicial Com- 
mittee, as selected by Julius Grey 
and Alan Schwartz, President of 
the Law Undergraduate Society. 
Ratification was secured after 
unsuccessful attempts to both 
widen its composition (by includ- 
ing non-law students ) and elim- 
inating its binding powers. 

A motion instituting a number 
of regulations and restrictions for 
electoral campaigns in the Stu- 
dents' Society was also passed by 
Council. It will have Uie effect of 
severdy restricting the distribu- 
tion of posters, hanibills, buttons, 
and other campaign gadgets. Se- 
vere penalties havè been estab- 
lished to 'enforce these regula- 
tions.' . f ■ 

The Weathérman faction of the 
Chicago SDS addressed Council, 
asking foj |1,000 from the Stu- 
dents' Society to be used as bail 
funds.

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Radio gets new time slot

In a meeting with Jim Kidd, 
the program director for CFCF- 
CFQR (FM) yesterday, the Man- 
aging. Board of Radio McGill 
decided to do their weekly FM 
broadcast midnight Friday until 
6 am Saturday, instead of from 
10-12 on Sunday night. 
; They decided to sacrifice the 
big audience, and take an all- 
night slot, hi order both to build 
their own audiencei'aiid'tb-pn>- 
vide variety for the ni^t listen- 
er. 

. Radio McGiU has broadcast 
over CFQR-FM for approximate- 
ly dght years. Before this year, 
CFQR did not have a large au- 
dience, but in the past year and 
a half it has become the top- 
ranking FM station in Canada. 

The position of Radio McGill 
has thus become much more 



tenuous, because they are play- 
ing with a much larger audience. 
The increase hi listeners is an 
important consideration, espe- 
cially hi commercial radio. 

The first program of Radio 
McGill this year was unorthodox, 
as commercial radio goes. CF 
QR knew of this, and authoriz- 
ed the program. 

However,' technical problents, 
combined with the unorthodox na- 
ture of the program, Ie<l to com- 
plaining phone calk.

A period of general ques- 
tions followed, during which the 
staff of Radio McGill exphined 



to Mr. Kidd how their ideas 
conflicted. 

The program director then met 
with the Managmg Board to final- 
ize a solution. Both sides de- 
clared themselves to be well- 
satisfied with the arrangement 

Radio McGiU has been pro- 
mised $aO,000 by the Board of 
Governors, and ^6,(X)0 by Stu- 
dents' Council, if they establish 
their own FM radio station, but 
this amount is not sufficient to 
ensure financial solvency.
